Railroad Man and Grain Dealer Are 


in Trouble, 


Richmond, Va., June 9.—The Chesa- 
peake and Ohio Railroad Company, as 
a corporation, A. P. Gilbert, assistant 
general freight agent of that road, and 
W. R. Johnson, wholesale grain dealer, 
were indicted by the federal grand jury 
this afternoon for violating the Hep- 
burn anti-rebate law. There are nine 
counts in each indictment and the 
charge ig false billing. 

It is charged that grain was shipped 
from here by the Chesapeake and Ohio 
purporting to have come from the west, 
the connecting lines receiving a di- 
vision of the through rate jnstead of 
the full local rate, the latter being 
about three cents per hundred more. 
The indictmeffts are the outgrowth of 
the investigation conducted here a few 
months ago by Mr. Lane, of the inter- 
state commerce commission. Other in- 
dictments are expected tomorrow.

FLORA ZABELLE GIVES 
EVIDENCE FOR HUSBAND 


Hitchcock Made an Excellent Wit- 
ness, Answering aX Questions 
Clearly—One of the Accus- 
ing Girls Tangled on 
Cross-Examination. 


New York, June 9.—Taking the wit- 
ness stand today in his own defense, 
the actor, flatly 
denitd the charges made against him 
that he had been improper in his con- 
duct with two young girls, Helen Von 
Hagen and Elsie Vorecks. Hitchcock 
appeared as a witness shortly after the 
closing of the state’s case in the trial 
of the actor today. It is expected that 
the case will go to the jury tomorrow. 

Hitchcock made an excellent ‘witness, 
answering all questions clearly and un- 
hesitatingly. He stated that he first 
met the Vgn Hagen girl in 1904, and 
that long afterward she recognized him 
at the Garden theater, and asked to 
ride with him in his automobile. 

. Told Her to Ask Mother. 

The actor said he told the gir! to 
ask her mother if she might go, and 
she returned with Elsie Vorecks, say- 


ing she had otbained consent to make 
the trip. Hitchcock said after reach- 
ing the house in Great Neck, Long Is- 
land, he put the girls on a train fof 
New York.. 

The next time he saw the girls, the 
actor testified, was late one night 
standing on the steps of his house, and 
that they said ther mothers knew where 
they were. The last train having de- 
parted for the city, the actor said, the 
girls remained at his home that night. 

Later he met Efsie Vorecks and 
Helen Von Hagen, on the street, he 
testified, and told the girls that he 
wanted tg talk to them. He took them 
to the house on West Forty-first street, 
and here told them that he had heard 
that they had made remarks reflecting 
on his character. The two girls, he 
declared, denied making any disparaging 
remarks. Hitchcock denied that his re- 
lations with either of the two girls had 
been improper. 

Flora Zabelle Testifies. 


Flora Zabelle testified briefly, stat- 
ing that at the time of the alleged oc- 
currence her husband fold her of meet- 
ing the two yvoung girls and of the au- 
tomobile ride.

Secretary Seems Not to Have 
Lost by the Louisiana 
Compromise, 


THERE ARE GO CONTESTS 
STILL 10 BE DECIDED 


Much Bad Blood Has Been Engen- 
dered, the “Lily Whites” of 
Louisiana Being Especially 

Wrathful—Vice Presiden- 
tial Possibilities. 


June 9.—After working for 
and ‘with five additional days 
the meeting of the 
republican national 
late today with 
its contests decided. This 
on the actual number of con- 
tests filed, 60 having yet to be heard, 
while 41 have been settled. It is proba- 
ble, that the committee has 
finished about one-half of the total 
amount of work imposed on it by the 
numerous contesting @elegations from 
the southern states. There are in Tex- 
on delegates-at-large, and 
sixteen districts. These 
will be consolidated, reducing the ag- 
gregate number of cases yet to be 
heard to. 44. There is a possibility also 
that other consolidations may be made 
in Virginia and other states. 
All for Taft. 


The committee today decided sixteen 
contests affecting 36 delegates. Of these 
27 are Taft men, and the remainding 
nine, all of whom are “black and tans” 
from Louisiana, have tentatively agreed 
that they will cast their votes for Taft. 
There is. however, no binding agree- 
ment to that effect. 

The contests decided today comprised 
the delegates-at-large in Louisiana and 
Mississippi, seven districts in Louisiana, 
six districts in Mississippi and one in 
Missouri. 

The Louisiana contest, which was 
the most important of the day, resulted 
in a split delegation, the committee de- 
ciding on a division of twenty to thirty 
to seat both the “lily white,” or Taft 
delegation, and the “black and tans,’’ 
with half a vote for each. This agree- 
ment was not reached until after re- 
peated conferences and much anxious 
telegraphing and telephoning between 
Chicago and Washington. The decision 
was 
carried out with the full consent and 
approval of both Secretary Taft and 
President Roosevelt. It provided that 
the republican patry in Louisiana shall 
be reorganized under the direction of a 
committee of three, composed of the 
chairman, the secretary, and one mem- 
ber of the incoming national committee. 

The committee today passed a resolu- 
tion instructing the national commit- 
tee to name as this member, Pearl 
Wight, the present national committee- 
man from Louisiana. 

“Lily Whites” Angry. 


The agreement, as reached between 
the Taft and anti-Taft elements on the 
committee, and as later carried into-ef- 
fect by that body, was highly displeas- 
ing to the “lily whites,’ headed by ex- 
Governor Warmoth. The governor de- 
clared, with great emphasis, that he 
would not accept the compromise, but 
would carry the fight before the cre- 
dentials committee, and if defeated 
there he would go home. Other mem- 
bers of the “lily white’ faction were 
not so emphatic in their statements,

By Bishop in His Address—He Con- 
tended That Only on the Re- 
ligious Basis Would Edu- 
cation Ever Reach the 
Highest Pinnacle. 


Emory Coilezge, Oxford, Ga., June 9.— 
(Special.)—Hon. Gordon Lee, of Chick- 
amauga, Ga., who was named a trustee 
of Emory college at Saturday after- 
noon’s meeting, sat with the board for 
the first time this morning at 9:30 
o'clock. 

The report of the committee on the 
relation of the Florida conference to 
the college was heard and discussed 
at some length. 

The question of the removal of 
Emory to Atlanta, in view of estabiish- 
ing @ preparatory school on a gigantic 
scale on the present site of the college, 
was again brought up for considera- 
tion, and the final action was the adop- 
tion of resolutions against such a 
step.

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STRIKERS WAIT 4 
ON CONFERENCE 


Railroad Commission Will 
Consider Complaint About 
Service, 


The attention of organized labor 
throughout the south is now concen- 
trated upon Nashville, where F, A. 
Burgess, of the Locomotive Engineers, 
and W. M. Clark, of the Order of Rail- 


way Conductors, are to have a confer- 
ence this morning with President 
Thomas, of the Nashville, Chattanooga 
and St. Louis, touching the trainmen’s 
strike now working on that railway 
system 

If P:+sident Thomas declines to meet 
Vice Grand Master Fitzpatrick, of the 
Brotherhood of Railway Trainmen, so 
that the troubles may be discussed, the 
fight will become more determined and 
more pronounced. Should President 
Thomas, however, decide to meet Mr. 
Fitzpatrick, the chances are that an 
adjustment will be reached. 

A novel feature was brought into the 
Strike when complaint was lodged with 
the Georgia railroad commission as to 
the management of trains on the 
Western and Atlantic road. And of 
that complaint the commission took 
cognizance sufficient to call upon the 
road to appear this morning and show 
whether or not the complaint had a 
basis. Mr. Fitpatrick was informed 
that a Western and Atlantic passenger 
train which went out of Atlantg on 
June 5 haqg neither baggagemaster, 
flazman nor brakeman. 

None of the officials of the roaq will 
discuss the unmanned train nor the or- 
der from the railroad commission. 

Mr. Fitzpatrick, from his headquarters 
in the Piedmont, advised President 
Roosevelt of the strike situation on the 
Nashville, Chattanooga and St. Louis 
railroad. In his telegram Mr. Fitz- 
patrick said: 

“Theodore Roosevelt, President, Wash- 
ington, D. C.—On account of the offi- 
cials of the Nashville, Chattanoogta 
St. Louis railway discharging 
brakemen and switchmen because of

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their membership in the Brotherhood 
of Railroad. Trainmen, the said organ- 
ization has approved and sanctioned a 
strike of the brakemen and switchmen. 
The strike is being conducted peace- 
fully.

“Vice Grang Master B. R. T.” 

During the day a number of tele- 
grams and letters, copies .of which 
were handed Mr. Fitzpatrick at the 
Piedmogt, were sent President Thomas 
at Nashville, asking and urging a set- 
tlement of the troubles between the 
road andj\its employees. 

Mr. Fitzpatrick issued the 
statement to the public: 

“I believe in law and order. When 
this. strike was authorized 1 notified 
the governor, mayor, sheriff and chief 
of police that a strike of the brakemen 
and switehmen, employees of the Nash- 
ville, Chattanooga and St. Louis rail- 
way had been authorized by the 
Brotherhood of Trainmen, and that I 
would expect them to deal harshly 
With any of our members who were 
guilty of anv wrong-doing. So far, I 
am pleased to say, none of the mem- 
bers on strike have been guilty of any 
misconduct, ang their every action be- 
speaks that of gentlemer, notwith- 
standing they have been insulted’ by 
spotters who have tried to provoke 
them into quarrels, Such are the tac- 
tics,resorted to by corporations when 
they have trouble with their employees, 
the object being to discredit the strik- 


following 


ers with the public; but, appreciating 
as we do in the end, the public are the 
great arbitrators, therefore, with the 
help of God, a righteous cause, and 
public sentiment on the side of right, 
we hope to win this strike and restore 
peace and trainquillity to the strikers 
who are good citizens of Atlanta. 

“In this day of gigantic corporations, 
men cannot be considered mere me- 
chanics. They have their trials and 
tribulations and complaints to offer, 
and when an emplover listens to the 
honest complants and gives them con- 
sideration que men, wrongs are rightad | 
and they return to their work, happy | 
and contented. | 

“We have arrived at an intelligent 
age where brute force no longer ex-! 
ists, and I believe the public will agree! 
with me that no manager of a public 
corporation has the right to take the 
position, he won't meet a committee of 
his employees to listen to their honest 
and just complaints.

STEEL MEN MAY CUT PRICES 


Conference of Leaders Interested 
Traders—New Union Pacific 
Bonds Will Be Put 
on the Market 
Today. 


New York, June 9.—There is 10t much 
detail to record of today’s stock Mar- 
ket. In the later trading it fel into 
Virtual ste@nation, Ogerators seemed 
to find nothing in the day’s occurrences 
to prompt speculative action and the 
Giscontinuance of trading marked the 
determination to await several expected 
events before embarking in the marko2t. 
The approach of the convention period 
for the great political parties is tne 
deterrent influence on activity, owing 
to the proverbial repressive effect of 
that season on business, as well as on 
speculation. The knowledge of confer- 
ences in progress amongst steel inen 
to consider the proposed cuc in prices 
weighed on the market, owing to the 
uncertainty over the extent of the pro- 
posed cut and its influence in reviving 
demand for the product. Opinion is 
not agreed as to the immediate effect 
of a price cut, as between the possibil- 
ity of prompt revival of demand and 
additional hesitation amongst buyers on 
the prospect that still further conces- 
sions might be allowed. An impression 
was abroad that some of the interests 
in the gteel trade feel discouraged over 
the outlook. The market position of 
the United States Steel stocks also came 
in for discussion. While those stocks 
have not been conspicuous in the occa- 
sional strength of the recent market, 
their resistance to all periods of de- 
pression is marked. This action has 
fostered a supposition that market sta- 
bility for the stocks has been sought as 
a financial policy with a purpose in view 
similar to that in maintaining prices of 
the corporation's product, that is, to 
conserve business confidence and avoid 
the unsettling influence of wide ang 
sudden fluctuations. With the aban- 
donment of the maintenance of prices 
of. the product there arose conjecture 
over how far the supposed stock mar- 
ket policy of the supporters of those 
stocks might be modified. Tomorrow's 
public offering of the new Union Pacific 
bonds, is another event that was await- 
ed. The fixing of the issue price at 
954ec and the quoting of a premium for 
the bonds when issued, both in New 
York and London, made for confidence 
in the success of the issue. What may 
he the course of the price of Union 
Pacific after the subscriptions to the 
bonds are closed was a subject of great- 
er interest to the professional market 
operator than the fate of the bond sub- 
scription itself. Application to the New 
York public service corporation for per- 
mission to emit $50,000,000 new bonds 
by the Delaware and Hudson railroad 
was a fresh reminder of the capital 
needs of railroad corporations. The re- 
opening of foreign markets after the 
three days’ holiday suspension was 
chiefly remarkable for the continued 
decline in interest rates which was de- 
veloped. Demands on London for gold 
both from Paris and from South Amer- 
ica resulted in a rise jn the price of gold 
in London, but discounts continued to 
decline, in common with the movement 
at continental centers. 

The heavy current redemption of na- 
tional banks at the New York subtreas- 
ury is a phase of the uninterrupted in- 
flow of currency from interior points 
which keeps money supplies superabun- 
dant in New York. The ease of money 
therefore, seems to be not at al! affected 
by the extension of the gold outflow Dy 
an accumulation by the New York trus’ 
companies in preparation for an added 
reserve requirement on July 1, under 
the law, and by the belief that an early 
eall for return of government deposits 
by the banks jis certain. The Wheeling 
and Lake Erie receivership was so clear- 
ly inevitable that no effect was pro- 
duced by its announcement.

AT FINAL REST 


He Was Presjdent of the Na- 


tional Straw Hat 
Works. 


David Kaufmann, president of the Na- 
tional Mraw Hat Works, died at his 
residence, 371 South Pryor street, yes- 
terday afternoon at 1:30 o'clock. Mr. 
Kaufmann was 66 years of age, and 
for over forty years he had béen a 
prominent and charitable citizen of At- 
lanta. 

In 1674 he founded the firm of Lieb- 
man & Kaufmann, which is at present 
the Atlanta Trunk Factory. He later 
withdrew from the firm, and was pre- 
vious to his death, besides being presi- 
dent of the National Straw Hat Works, 
a director of the Fulton Bag and Cot- 
ton Mille. He was very successful in 
a and leaves considerable prop- 
erty 

Mr. Kaufmann was greatly interested 
In the charitable institutions of Atlan- 


ta, being chairman of the board of con- 
trol of the Hebrew Orphans’ Home on 
Washington. street, and was treasurer 
and a trustee of the Jewish Temple. 
He was past president of both local 
and grand lodges of the B’nai B'rith, a 
national Jewish charitable and secret 
order. In other prominent secret orders 
he took a prominent part, and was 
well known for the acts of kindness 
he showed to the poor, and for his 
modesty in keeping to himself such 
acts, 


Mr. Kaufmann {s_ gurvived by his 


wife, Mrs. Josephine Kaufmann, and 
four children, Ferd M., Albert § and 
Emanuel, and Misg Sadie Kaufmann. 
The funeral will be held from the 
residence this afternoon ’at 4 o'clock. 
Rabbi David Marx officiating. The 
iocal board of control of the Hebrew 
Orphans’ Home and the children of the 
home will act as honorary escort.
